“The test 
showed that we have improved 
our atomic weapon position and 
that our atomic weapons will be 
far more effective than hereto- 
fore. We now have atomic 
weapons with destructive power 
far in excess of those used at 
Horoshima and Nagasaki.” 

The latest atomic blast to rock 
the remote island area involved 
testing various designs of. all 
kinds of structures and various 
materials to determine the effects 
of an atomic explosion. 

Jackson said Instruments meas- 
ured the “stress and strain” on 
materials and structures used in 
the “target city” on the atoll. 

“The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion will release some details on 
that phase of the test in the near 
future after computations ,are 
completed,” he said. 

Effect on Buildings. 

“I can say now, however, that 
there are certain types of struc- 
tures that can withstand an 
atomic blast,” he said. “The hu- 
man body, we found, can with- 
stand the tremendous pressure of 
an atomic explosion outside the 
epicenter much better than some 
types of structures.” 

Jackson said upward of $100.- 
000,000. was spent in’ preparation 
for the tests and thousands of 
Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Atomic Enefgy Commission men 
were involved.

NEW YORK, May 12 (AP)— 
Rudolph Halley, who served as 
chief counsel to the Senate Crime 
Committee, said today. that the 
Vancouver (B.C.) prosecuting at- 
torney had informed him of re- 
ports that a new race results com- 
munication system has been op- 
erating there for about a month. 

The system, reported to have 
been set up to circumvent any 
forthcoming United States legis- 
lation restricting interstate trans- 
mission of racing news, involves 
feeding results to Canada via tele- 
graph, then back to the United 
States by wire or telephone. 

Halley said the idea “has been 
kicking around for a couple of 
months,” and that the crime com- 
mittee looked into the reports, 
before drafting its recommenda- 
tions for laws to block transmis- 
sion of betting information.

563 Casualties for Air Force 
—149 Enemy Aircraft 
Destroyed.

planes to enemy action in Korea, 
it was disclosed today.

some of the planes got back to 
their home bases but were dam- 
aged beyond repair. 

In addition to the planes, the 

Defense Department two days ago 
reported a total of 563 Air Force 
casualties—171 dead, 25 wounded, 
3383 missing, three captured, and 
31 returned to duty after being 
reported missing. 
. The planes lost covers the pe- 
riod from last June, when the 
war broke out. through May 9. 
The announced casualties date 
through May 4. 

Throurh May 9, Gen. Weyland 
said, U.N. planes destroyed 149 
enemy aircraft, probablv de- 
stroyed 27, and damaged 167. Of 
these he said, 139 were caught 
on the ground. 

In air combat. U.N. aircraft de- 
stroyed 53 Russian-built MIG-15 
jet fighters, probably destroyed 
17 others, and damaged 103.

For another thing, the British say that 
their sales to the Chinese consist only of 
non-strategic, non-critical commodities, ex- 
cept for certain materials sufficient only to 
cover normal, peacetime, civilian needs. 

They declare that no petroleum products 
have been shipped by Britain to China since 
mid-July, 1950, Figures on China’s rubber 
imports quoted in the House of Commons 
April 25, it is said, were for imports from 
all sources, including Indonesia; no ‘British 
automobiles, locomotives or aircraft have 
been exported to China since mid-July, 1950.

How much further should the flow of stra- 
tegic materials to the. Chinese be reduced, 
and what measures ought to be adopted for 
this purpose? 

The issue here is between the United 
States, Canada and a few other powers on 
the one hand and most of the other free 
nations on the other hand. 


Should the free world wage all-out 
economic warfare against the Chinese 
Communists, or shouldn’t it? 

The United States says it should, most 
of America’s friends and allies ‘think it 
should not. 


Britain has been especially outspoken in 
opposition, believing that such a step would 
further increase world tension. Also, Britain 
needs imports from Communist countries. 


Officials here, however, are urging the 
British—as well as others—to wage all-out 
economic warfare against China. 


Washington is at a disadvantage in urging 
this on London, however, owing to the fact 
that the United States is following a policy 
in Japan which differs from the policy which 
it is following here. American policy in 
Tokyo corresponds closely, in fact, to British 
policy. 

The United States has bcanad all ex- 

ports to Communist China, but Gen. 
MacArthur never banned them all from 
Japan, while he was Supreme Com- 
mander in Tokyo, and neither does Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway, MacArthur’s suc- 
cessor.

Such criticisms may cause jurors to con- 
sider jury service as futile, and their pres- 
ence in court something merely to be tol- 
erated.

The founders of the republic believed the 
right of trial by jury so vital to a free people 
that they wrote its guaranty into Article VII 
of the Bill of Rights to the Federal Consti- 
tution, in 1791. A similar guaranty is in the 
Constitution of every state. 


More than 20 years of experience as a trial 
lawyer, four of which were spent as prose- 
cuting attorney left me with definite convic- 
tions as to the jury system. Eight more years 
spent as a trial judge have found me un- 


_ I never try a jury case without a thrill 
and a feeling of pride in our democratic 
processes. We are the one remaining ; 
country on earth where without qualifica- 
tion the individual may, through trial by 
jury, protect his God-given rights against 
his own government and everyone else. 

By its nature, a jury has many advantages 
over a single judge as triers of fact. The 
opportunity for an incompetent juror to do 
harm is small; the remainder of the jury 
operates as a check. There is no check on 
an incompetent judge, except in an appeal 
and relatively few cases come before a high- 
er court for review. 3 

The United States Supreme Court, speak- 
ing of trial by jury, said: 

“Twelve men of the average of the com- 
munity, comprising men of little education, 
men of learning and men whose learning 
consists only in what they have themselves 
seen and heard; the merchant, -the me- 
chanic, the farmer, the laborer; these sit 
together, consult, apply their separate ex- 
perience of: the affairs of life to the facts 
proven and draw a unanimous conclusion. 
This average judgment thus given it, is the 
great effort or the law to obtain. It is as- 
sumed that twelve men know more of the 
common affairs of life than does one man, 
that they can draw wiser and safer conclu- 
sions from admitted facts thus occurring, 
than can a single judge.” 

Juries, it is said, sometimes convict an 
innocent man. But such a conviction usually 
means that the verdict was based on perjury. 
Keeping perjured testimony out of a trial is 
the responsibility of trial judges and prose- 
cutors. But the critics of our jury system by 
no means stop here. 

Typical of such criticism is an article by 
Jerome Frank, a judge of the Federal Court 
of Appeals in New York City, which ap- 
peared recently in Collier’s magazine. He

This - practice is universally condemned, | 
yet many appellate courts still refuse to per- 
mit the trial judge to instruct the jury on 
it. The legal profession and judges cannot 
join in withholding from jurors instruction 
on this subject, and then blame the jurors 
for resorting to it. 

Frank’s complaint that jurors are impeded 
in arriving at the truth by the rules of evi- 
dence, which exclude certain testimony, may 
appeal to laymen but to most lawyers it will 
come as a surprise. The rules of evidence 
in force in our courts represent centuries 
of effort by the legal profession to deter- 
mine the best method of eliciting the truth. 

The rules of evidence are not perfect; 
neither ‘are they static. As the wisdom of 
change is established,*change follows. 

Frank singles out the “hearsay” rule. That 
is a rule which confines a witness to testify- 
ing only as to what he saw or. personally 
knows, and precludes him from testifying to 
what somegne has told him. 

If there is ‘any rule of evidence founded 
en common sense, this one is. Where life, 
liberty and property hang in the balance, 
he whose testimony is to tilt the scales 
should know the facts about which he 
testifies. 

He should also be in court to give the 


of his testimony by cross-examination. No 
such test can be applied to hearsay testi- 
mony because the person who is said to have 
made the statement is not in court. 

Rule Against ‘Hearsay’ 

Should Not Be Destroyed. 

There are many exceptions to the hearsay 
rule which the courts have fashioned to 
promote justice. The rule, however, should 
not be destroyed. 

Courts in some foreign countries permit 
hearsay, and in. some the right of cross- 
examination is unknown, I take issue with 
Frank that we can. gain anything for the 
cause of justice by copying from the judicial 
systems now in vogue in foreign countries, 
supporting as they must either a socialist or 
a totalitarian regime. 

Frank asserts juries often disregard legal 
rules because of failure to understand them. 
Where: does the fault lie for such failure? If 
lawyers trying a case leave jurors unin- 
formed, such carelessness is not on a par 
with the blame of the judge, whose duty it 
is to see that the jury is fully informed 
in language they can understand. 

I have sent questionnaires to many jurors 


Whether they understood the instructions 
and issues was one of the questions. In 
every case the jurors answered they did 
understand the issues.and instructions. 
‘Frank recommends psychiatric examina- 
tion as a prerequisite to qualification for 
jury service. I hold this recommendation 
in such low esteem as a practical proce- 
dure that I cannot give it serious consid- 
eration. If the test were applied te the 
judge as well as the jurors, my opinion is 
the average grade would not be far apart.

In Judge Frank’s book, “Courts on Trial,” 
on the other hand, he lets ~ judges have 
the same criticism: © 

“Now the trial judge is a man, with a 
susceptibility to . . . unconscious prejudiced 
‘identifications’ originating in his infant éx- 
perience . . . The judge’s belief about the 
facts results from the impact of numerous 
stimuli—including the words, gestures, pos- 
tures and grimaces of the witnesses—on his 
distinctive ‘personality’ .. .” 

Frank makes this broad insinuation on 
jury trials: “There is reason to believe that 
if full reports were made on all jury delib- 
erations, ‘public confidence in jury trials 
would be badly shaken.” 

This is an assumption that can in itself 
have no result other than to lower public 
confidence in our court system. . Frank ad- 
mits the charge is incapable of any proof. 
My own experience does not support Judge 
Frank. 

Why do some judges assume they are in- 
tellectually superior and thereby better 
able to determine factual issues than jurors. 
This attitude must attribute some special 
quality to the “legal mind.” 

A recent editorial in the official organ of 
the American Bar Association says: 


“One. of the subtle effects of legal edu- 
cation is often to create a harmful attitude 
of intellectual snobbishness. This probably : 
results from a false sense of the lawyer’s 
presumed intellectual superiority... The 
wise lawyer will studiously avoid the self- 
flattering propensity of many formally 
educated people. to underestimate the in- 
telligence or other important personal 
qualities of ‘lesser breeds without the 
MO awn 


The origin of trial by jury is lost in the fog 
of history. Most historians agree it had its 
beginning in France in the Tenth Century. 
Until the beginning of the Thirteenth Cen- 
tury the history of the jury system is very 
vague. It was brought to England by the 
Norman kings. 

Magna Carta, a charter of English liberty, 
did not establish the jury system but enun- 
ciated the general principle of trial by jury: 

“No free man shall be taken or impris- 

oned, or disseised, or outlawed, or exiled 
or anyways destroyed; nor will we go upon 
him, ner will we send upon him, unless by 
the lawful judgment of his peers, or by 
the law of the land.” 

By the Seventeenth Century the jury sys- 
tem had reached that stage of perfection in 
English law where Blackstone, Coke, and 
other legal commentators, had come to re- 
gard the jury system as the most valuable 
feature of the common law. 

Today, as central governments become 
more powerful, the rights and dignity of the 
individual are ignored and suppressed to 
support the strength of the state. As a part 
of that process we find jury trials growing 
in -disrepute. 

We have seen that: take place, even in 


England, in the last decade. Frank cites | 
action in .abolishing the right of 
jury trial in most cases as evidence of prog- 
ress.

Aside from voting, only a small per cent 
of our citizens ever take part in their gov- 
ernment’s actual functioning. Those who 
would divorce the people from this time- 
honored service accelerate the pace of lodg- 
ing all powers over the people in the state.

Our military and naval powers can pro- - 
tect our free institutions from destruction 
by a foreign power, but only an alert and 
positive devotion to our principles of gov- 

ent can save us from the piece-by-piece 
a “from within. We all recognize the 
frontal attack. We must be alert to the well- 
intentionéd reformer, of unquestioned patri- 
otism, who, believing in his cause, presents 
his arguments in‘ appealing terms, such as 
increased efficiericy. 

In the name of efficiency we may hey 
sweep away bulwarks to our liberty that 
tomorrow will plague us—even as it has in 
many a foreign land. 

Advocates of repeal of the right to trial 
by jury should be careful that their efforts 
do not sow the seeds of distrust in our 
jucicial system. Their efforts would better 
serve the cause of justice if devoted to im- 
proving procedure for jury trials. 

Five Suggestions Offered | 

For Improving Jury Trials. 

Here are some suggestions which I think 
are worthy of study: 

(1) Select and maintain jury commis- 
sioners of high character, to select citi- 
zens to serve on juries solely for their 
known reputation for honesty, fairness 
and sound judgment. This system has te- 
sulted in outstanding juries in federal 
courts. New York City is an excellent 
example. 

(2) Instruct fully each juror, prior to 
service, on his duties and the functions of 
a jury. This is now done in many federal 
and state courts. 

(3) Survey state and federal jury trial 
procedure, by mixed committees of lay 
and legal members, te consider repeal of 
laws now claimed te handicap jurors in 
their service. 

(4) Consider means to secure co-opera- 
tion of press and radio to refrain from in- 
terfering with the administration of jus- 
tice by indiscriminate publication of evi- 
dence prior te or during trial. 

(5) Impress jurors they are officers of 
the court, they are judges of factual 
issues, and call on all courts te see that 
jurors are accorded the same courtesy and 
consideration in court as are judges of the 
law.

But as it celebrates its third anniversary, Is- 
rael faces greater and more complicated diffi- 
culties of its own deliberate making.

In May of 1948 the Jewish popu tion stood at 
650,000. Since then it has grown more than 
500,000.

a homeland for the homeless, it has built up 


severe religious, social, economic and political 
pressures. There has been, first of all, a great 
struggle to provide housing for the immigrants. 

So far, these people have come from 63 dif- 
ferent countries, and it has been necessary to 
teach them the common Hebrew language. 
Many came from parts of Africa and Asia where 
living standards are abysmally low. So ,these 
had to be taught the elements af sanitation. 

There has also been a great struggle for food. 
Israel’s agricultural yield has been increased by 
75 per cent. But this is not nearly enough. At 
present, imports exceed exports seven to one. 
This has caused inflation and monetary prob- 
lems. But the struggle for a greater measure 
of self-sufficiency is being won. 

Major projects are under way or about to be 
started. Bleak Palestine was once a well twooded 
land, and the old forests are being planted 
anew. Chemicals are being wrung from the 
earth. Hydroelectric and solar power plants 
are under construction. Roads are being built. 
Transformation of the Negeb desert promises to 
accommodate 500,000 and to feed 1,500,000. A 
$1,500,000,000 development plan has been drawn 
up. Prime Minister Ben-Gurion is now in the 
United States to plead for help. At home, the 
Israelis have assumed a staggering burden of 
taxation to carry out the plan. Austerity is the. 
rule. But it is an austerity of hope. 

The sacrifices are not*dll being made in a 
Palestine devel- 
Idealists 
planted the kibbutzim, the collective farms on 
which one labored for all, and all for one, and 
money was almost ‘meaningless. The Mapai 
(Labor) party dominated politics. 

But with new people came new ideas. Israel 
has been compelled to move more and more 
toward orthodox capitalism. Orthodox religion 
also has begun to exert considerable pressure in 
what was originally a quite secular state. Under 
the leadership of President Chaim Weizman and 
Ben-Gurion, compromise has beén the rule. 

* * * 

Yet because of this combination of pressures, 
Israel has been virtually without a government 
since the Ben-Gurion cabinet was toppled last 
February. A new Knesset (parliament) will be 
elected this summer. It remains to be seen 
whether, under proportional representation, this 
body will achieve sufficient unity for its task of 
drafting the permanent constitution under which 
Israel will henceforth live and grow. 

There is one solid ground for hope, however, 
above all others. As Abba Eban, Israel’s repre- 
sentative in the United Nations, reports: “A com- 
mon attachment to Jewish ideals, whether re- 
ligious or secular, has been surprisingly strong. 
ste It is doubtful whether this sense of cul- 
tural cohesion could have been achieved if Israel 
had really been a new nation, engaged in the 
creation of its basic cultural forms.”

Russia’s decision to enter the 1952 Olympics 
is a surprising and most heartening event. 

Pravda has lately been calling on Soviet 
athletes to break the world’s records in all 
sports, as a patriotic means of demonstrating 
the superiority of the Soviet system of educa- 
tion. Assuming that this is the background of 
the decision to compete in the Olympic Games, 
we feel pretty good about it. 

For one thing, the notion that an educational 
system can be tested by the athletes it turns 
out indicates a possible infiltration of capitalist 
ideas into Russia. Furthermore, the willingness 
of the Kremlin to submit its claims to the 
objective test of an official timekeeper or scorer 
indicates a most encouraging trend; in. most 
fields the Russians just say they are good but 
do not submit to ‘Measurements of how good 
they are.’

The reason is that the Soviet 
proposal. offers little assurance that the subject 
of disarmament would be discussed seriously 
and in good faith. Disarmament talks must 
begin with talks about the existing levels of 
armament, and the Russians do not want to 
discuss this issue first. The West, on the other 
hand, offers to talk about existing armaments, 
and then about measures to be proposed jointly 
for the disarmament: of all nations, including 
the Big Four. 

The sad truth seems to be that though dis- 
armament is the rock on which the Paris confer- 
ence may founder, it is not the key issue of the 
Big Four talks. Disarmament could not fruit- 
fully be discussed unless agreement had first 
been reached on such questions as Germany 
and Austria. If the Paris talks come to nothing, 
therefore, we must look elsewhere for the real 
cause of the failure.

The State Department lost no time in reject- 
ing Russia’s latest memorandum concerning the’ 
proposed Japanese peace treaty. The Kremlin’s 
conditions were unacceptable. 

As a matter of fact, the whole business fell 
very neatly into the file marked “Things to Be 
Expected.” Technically, the Russians can claim 
a voice in the treaty because, technically, they 
were among the allies victorious over Japan in 
World War II. But they have used this chance

This was anticipated by John Foster Dulles 
in his preliminary work on the treaty draft. 
Conversations with the Kremlin actually wére 
started on the subject. But because Mr. Dulles

Instead, he has proposed a bilateral treaty be- 
tween the United States and Japan, a treaty 
which could be made multilateral by the signa- 
‘tures of other powers which participated in the 
Japanese war. — : 

Technically, even the Russjans could sign the 
pending treaty. But under the form given the 
negotiations, they have declined to take part 
in the process of writing the treaty. On the 
other hand, Mr. Dulles consulted the govern- 
ments of Australia, New Zealand, the Philip- 
pines, Canada and Great Britain. Talks with 
London are still in progress. Efforts which in- 
clude a Pacific security pact are being made 
to gain their signatures. But the State Depart- 
ment does not care too much whether Russia

The Soviet Government in its wisdom 
has surveyed all branches of propaganda 
and agitation.

The Soviet Government considers that 
humor is only humorous when it serves 
the Cause. 

All this is too solemn for me. I want 
to be able to laugh without feeling that 
the laughter is useful, and that with each 
guffaw I serve the state. 

The plain fact is that nape is the 
whole truth. There . 
are always corners 
that escape like bits 
out of a bag that is 
too full. 

Genuine humor, so 
it seems to me, seizes 
hold of these bits; it 
enjoys the escape 


: from the confining 


walls of system and 
from the solemnity 
of always remember- 
ing this and that. It Bertrand Russell 
is not concerned to demonstrate, though 
it often, incidentally, un-demonstrates. 
Soviet. humor is not like this. The bag 
of the Marxist system is rather small to 


contain the whole universe, and Soviet - 


jokers are always finding some corner of 
the cosmos ‘which has been forgotten in 
their packing. 


The Stereotyped Laugh 


A joke, for them, consists in stuffing 
this bit in with no matter what violence, 
or what damage to the unfortunate article, 

They pretend that they enjoy this proc- 
ess, but in fact they are in a fury of hate 
against everything that won't go in. 

The United States is quite a large bit 
that has got left out. 

But considered as humor, their cartoons 
fail through being stereotyped and con- 
ventional. 

The Wall Street magnate, with a huge 
paunch and a fat cigar, comes in over and 
over again, so dees the sly politician, 
collecting and distributing bribes, so do 
the brutalized police charging mobs of 
unemployed, and so do the sly investiga- 
tors of dangerous thoughts. 


I suppose people who have never been 
outside Russia can be persuaded that 
America is such a country as these car- 
toons display. But what is curious is that 
the things held up to execration are the 
very things which we in the West most 
dislike in Russia. 

A psychoanalyst will maintain that the 
Russian Government suffers from a sense 
of guilt, and that by a familiar psycho- 
logical mechanism it projects this sense 
of guilt upon its enemies, and displays 
them as what, in its secret recesses, it 
knows. itself to be. 


Politics Is Not Life 


There is, for instance, a caricature of 
a man being brought before a magistrate. 
The police constable in charge of him is 
saluting, and the dialogue runs as follows: 

“This fellow has dangerous thoughts, 
sir!” 

“What did he say?” 

“We grabbed him before he could say 
anything.” 

The thing which makes genuine humor 
impossible to the Communists, whether 
in Russia or elsewhere, is the absorption 
in one theme. 

Life fs not all politics, and politics is 
not all hatred. 

The kind of picture which Soviet carica- 
tures make of Americans is not at all 
unlike the picture that many ricans 
make of Communists. a 

If we allow ourselves to become ob- 
sessed -by Communist propaganda, the 
natural result, unless we are very careful, 
will be to make us gradually more and 
more like what the Communists say we 
already are. 

This is a real danger, and it is one from 
which we can only save ourselves by 
sanity and by refusing to be swallowed up 
in controversy—in short, by humor— 
not the Soviet travesty. 


‘ If you say your’ prayers in the morning 
and evening, you should beseech the Lord 
to help you.to remember common things, 


‘not the dusty symbols of hate-filled con- 


troversies.

Maj. Fred A. Munder, 4326 
Osceola street, commands the St. 
Louis squadron. Also on the base 
are maintenance, food service and 
medical squadrons from St. Louis 
and a St. Louis band. The wing 
staff, with the exception of Col. 
Blakeslee, is composed of St. 


Louisans. 
Pilots Fly P-5ls. 


The fact that the Twelfth 
Fighter Escort Wing, also sta- 
tioned here, is equipped with jets 
does not add to the happiness of 
the 13lst pilots, who fly propel- 
ler-driven P-5ls. But whether 
they fly P-5is or F-84s, SAC 
fighter pilots must be very much 
on their toes. Mistakes just are 
not made, the second time.

Against "Race Inferiority"

Mr. Montagu’s book contains 
first of all the complete report 


prepared by a commission of ~

acting under the au- 
thority of the United Nations 
- Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization. The first 
committee, working under the 
direction of R. C. Angell of the 
University of Michigan met in 
Paris and roughed out the first 
draft of the Statement on Race. 
‘This was submitted to a second 
group for criticism and the re- 
sultant draft was passed on to a 
third. The final version of the 
statement, which was circulated 
by UNESCO in July 1950, rep- 
resented the unanimous thought 
of all the experts concerned, 
experts from many nations and 
many fields of activity includ- 
ing anthropology, genetics, soci- 
ology, economics, biology, psy- 
chology, chemistry and indus- 
trial relations. 


Having submitted first the 
UNESCO text Mr. Montagu, who 
is professor of anthropology at 
Rutgers University, then ex- 
amines and interprets the State- 
ment paragraph by paragraph. 
One of its chief declarations, 
as I have implied, deflates the 
myth of a “superior race” -by 
depriving it of any reputable 
scientific sanction.

Count 
Gobineau was. a_ celebrated 
spokesman for the inequality of 
races and author of the aston- 
ishing proposition that only 
white people were culturally 
creative. Houston Stewart 
Chamberlain differentiated even 
among white peoples by exalt- 
ing ‘the Teutonic “race”; and 
Madison -Grant, the Amé@rican 
author of “The Passing of the 
Great Race” divided the West- 
ern peoples into three cate- 
gories — Nordic, Alpine and 
Mediterranean—and proved to 
his own satisfaction that the 
Nordics constituted the supe- 
rior group. 

We are all too familiar, of 
course, with the Nazi mythol- 
ogy; we are reminded all too 
frequently that certain Ameri- 
cans—some of them reputable 
and some merely self-seeking 
hooligans—are still propagating 
the doctrine that certain races 
are innately inferior. 

So the UNESCO Committee’s 
statement is timely and needed; 
and Mr. Montagu’s interpreta- 
tion makes it accessible to 
everybody. 

Scarcely less important than 
the assertion that ethnic groups 
are essentially equal in basic 
mental capacity are its several 
corollaries. There is no evi- 
dence, says the original state- 
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ment, that race mixture as such 
produces bad results from the 
biological point of. view. In 
spelling this out Mr. Montagu 
observes that mankind would 
have already sunk into univer- 
sal idiocy if cross breeding 
‘caused degeneracy since hy- 
-bridization has been world-wide 
and continuous: throughout ‘his- 
tory. _

HE UNESCO statement fur- 

ther says that “all normal 

human beings are capable 
of learning to share in a com- 
mon. life, to understand the 
nature of mutual service and 
reciprocity and to respect so- 
cial obligations and contracts.” 
Moreover. biological studies 
lend support to the ethic of uni- 
versal brotherhood, “for man is 
born with drives toward co- 
operation; and unless these 
drives are satisfied men and 
nations alike fall ill.” 


‘In elaborating this proposi- 
tion Mr. Montagu goes all the 
way back to simple one-cell and 
multi-cellular organisms. When 
an experimenter removes indi- 
vidual cells some distance from 
the llows, each separate cell 
begins to make its way back to 
the group. And in all levels of 
life—from amoeba to man—the 
fundamentally secial nature of 
living things has its origin in a 
physiological relationship be- 
tween parent and offspring; in 
the fact that each, for a time “‘is 
bound to the other in an inter- 
active association.” 

In short, concludes Mr. Mon- 
tagu, co-operative behavior is 
as old as life itself and clearly 
has a survival value. Competi- 
tivé behavior exists and has its 
uses “but these are complemen- 
tary to forms of behavior which 
are dominantly co-operative.” 

Mr. Montagu’s book is much 
more detailed than is here sug- 
gested. It explains the modern 
scientific definition of “Race” 
and disallows many commorm 
uses of the term; it explains 
how racial differences came 
into existence through mutation 
and adaptation and presents the 
reasoning behind the hypoth- 
esis that’ racial differences are 
small and superficial, however 
interesting they may be, in 
comparison with characteristics 
that all groups have in common.

NTO the 1951 setting of con- 
J suses American concern over 

the pattern of international 
events in contemporary Asia, 
this volume, which. treats the 
official relations between the 
two principal powers of that 
continent, throws considerable 


light. 

The story begins with 1618, 
with Cossacks going overland 
to China. It closes with 1950, 
with Chou En-lai in Moscow to 
formalize in treaty fashion the 
friendship, alliance and mutual 
assistance the two principal 
Communist powers of the world 
had come to pledge to each 
other. 

As background to the heart 
of his study (1917-1950), the au- 
thor traces in a scant 118 pages 
the pattern of relations be- 
tween Russia and China in the 
three full centuries 1618-1917. 
Basically significant is the fact 
that in both the Czarist and 
the Soviet years Russia has 
pursued a policy of aggressive 
expansion in her dealings with 
China. Whereas Romanov Rus- 
gia knew its greatest successes 
early in the twentieth century 
just before the Russo-Japanese 
War, Soviet Russian successes 
of the last decade have exceed- 
ed-any and all prior achieve- 
ments in Sino-Russia diplo- 
matic history. 

For seven years following 
the outbreak of the Russian 
‘revolution in 1917, China re- 


fused to recognize the govern- | 


ment of the giant neighbor 
_ with whom she shared one of 


the world’s longest land fron- 
tiers. Having sought and won 
Chinese recognition by 1924, 
the Russians speedily took a 
front place among the powers — 
represented in China. First, 
Russia voluntarily surrendered 
extraterritoriality; and as the 
first Western power to do so in 
reference to China, she won 
the good will of China gen- 
erally and the support of Chi- 
nese intellectuals specifically.

S an immediate follow-up, 
A Russia and China decided 

to elevate their dfplomatic 
establishments to embassy stat- 
us, by virtue of which the Rus- 
sian ambassador to China, the 
only ambassador, automatically 
became dean of the diplomatic 
corps in the Chinese capital. 
Simple and astute though such 
steps were, relations between 
the powers were not a sequence 
of unbroken successes. In fact, 
differences over the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, the railroad 
system which is without close 
competition in the matter of 
contributing to international 
rivalries, produced a rupture 
in formal diplomatic relations 
at the end of the 1920s. 


Following the Manchurian 
crisis of 1931 between China 
and Japan, Russia became the 
principal supporter of China 
against expansionist - minded 
Japan.

OSE MACAULAY, prolific 
~ and Versatile English au- 
thor, has written an easy 
and vivid description of a motor 
trip she made down the east- 
ern and along the gouthern 
shore of Spain. “Fabled Shore” 
should be of particular inter- 
est to the history student, and 
to the traveled and the travel- 
hungry. 

The Spanish coast fis rich in 
remains of bygone peoples who 
passed through that historic 
land: Phoenician seamen, Greek 
traders, Roman conquerors and 
road builders, Carthaginian sol- 
diers, Visigothic and Frankish 
invaders, Norse marauders, and, 
of course, the picturesque 
Moors. Later ages saw English 
soldiers in the early eighteenth 
century during the War of the 
Spanish Succession, and French 
in the early nineteenth during 
Napoleon’s frenzied career. 

These fabled shores furnished 
material for the literary efforts 
of Strabo, Livy and Martial and 
of Washington Irving and Hans 
Christian Andersen. Miss Ma- 
caulay often quotes from their 
works, and also from the writ- 
ings of an early nineteenth- 
century traveler, Richard Ford, 
whose opinions she finds dis- 
tinctly at variance with her 
own. According to her, this 
“irate” and “enraged” traveler, 
although cultured and knowl- 
edgeable, is ill-tempered, prej- 
udiced, and outrageous.

ISS MACAULAY found 
the roads of Spain hard 
on her car.

If any fault is to be found 
with “Fabled Shore,” it is be- 
cause it says so little about the 
people of Spain. The general 
reader would certainly find the 
work more interesting if it 
were more deeply humanize 
Miss Macaulay warns us h 
ever, that she “finds build- 
ings and landscape more aes- 
thetically pleasing than the ani- 
mal creation,” and admits this 
feeling shows a “limitation of 
taste.” 


She does, however, occasion- 
ally turn aside from buildings 
and landscape. Being a woman, 
she is understandably interested 
in the women of Spain. She 
finds that the senoras and seno- 
ritas must not attend church 
stockingless, or in short dresses 
or short sleeves; the senoras, 
however, “may wear what they 
like.”

Miss 
Macaulay accordingly wandered 
about the streets of Barcelona, 
Valencia, and other towns, sans 
hat, which was both comfort- 
able and uncomfortable.

$We've had a lot of calls from 
people who’ said they were in- 
terested in keeping the Browns 
in St. Louis,” Bill DeWitt told 
the Post-Dispatch. “One call 
was from a man who described 
himself as a business man. -He 
said he had some ideas on, pro- 
motion, to keep the Browns 
here. I asked him if he was a 
member of the Chamber of 
Commerce and when he an- 
swered that he was I suggested 
that he write to the president 
of the Chamber, recommending 
a campaign to sell 250,000 tick- 
ets for Browns’ games this sea- 
son. That’s the only kind of 
promotion I know that will 
help. Promotion? We've done 
everything we could think of 
or that anybody else suggested, 
along that line.” 

One important point about 
the blue-print on moving the 
Browns is that the DeWitts 

could take advantage of the 
machinery, as pointed. out in 
the Post-Dispatch Friday. No 
doubt they could raise all the 
capital needed in Milwaukee. 
And it is not likely that a mi- 
nority block of stockholders 
could do anything to block such 
a move. 

There are approximately 
275,000 shares of Brownie stock 
outstanding. The DeWitts own 
approximately 159,000 or 58 
per cent. Persons friendly to 
the DeWitts own enough of the 
stock to bring the total they 
could control, or make avail- 
able for purchase, to 75 per 
cent. We asked a business man 
if a minority bloc, representing 
25 per cent, could throw a 
monkey wrench ihto a proposed 
move-to-Milwaukee deal. 

“Such a bloc could file suit, 
of course,” was the answer. 

“Anyone with even a sinble 
share of stock could file suit. 
But even the 25 per cent bloc 
couldn’t get to first base.”

(AP)—The United States gave the 
British their once-every-two-years 
glimpse of the Walker Cup todey, 
then wrapped up the big golf 
trophy to return it to its perennial 
American home. 


The British fought with amaz- 
ing strength to prevent that re- 
curring trip, but-they bowed in 
the end, six matches to three, with 
three halved. 


The three British victories and 
one of the even breaks came in 
today’s singles. It was a brilliant 
tribute to the home players’ re- 
fusal to*give up, because they 
trailed in seven of the éight 


j|games at the half-way point at 


noon. 


In the best British showing 
since the one time they won the 
cup, in 1938, they knocked off 
three of America’s finest players 
Frank Stranahan, twice Br a 
Amateur champion; Charlie Coe, 
former United States amateur 
king, and Willie Turnesa, 
American captain and a former 
British and American amateur 
champion. 


Turnesa called the turn almost 
exactly at breakfast this morn- 
ing. “We ought to win four,” he 
said. “The law of averages will 
give us that many.” 

Three of the four American 
victories were lopsided. Thesthree 
American losses were close ones. 

Dick Chapman turned in the 
quickest job, a 7 and 6 decision 
over John Morgan. His victony 
was followed by Sam Urzetta’s 4 
and 3 verdict against Max Mc- 
Cready, the chain-smoking tobac- 
co salesman, and big Bill Camp- 
bell’s 5 and 4 triumph over Cecil 
Ewing.

Edgar M. Queeny of St. Louis Says That Entering 
Tirangole in Anglo-Egyptian Sudan Is Like Raising

HE first white “men” to see 
the Latukos were a man and 
_& woman. In 1863, that daunt- 


‘Jess couple, Samuel and Florence 


Baker, spent several weeks at Ti- 
rangole—a Latuko tribal head- 


quarters—while on the path to

their historic discoyery of Lake 
Albert. Fortunately, Samuel Baker 
was not only a great geographer 
and explorer but also a forceful 
author, who embellished his ver- 
bal descriptions with vivid sketch- 
es. His. generous account of 
their stay at Tirangole permits 
the observation that little—very 
little—has changed during the 87 
years that intervened before our 
visit. Hence, entering Tirangole 
was like raising the curtain on a 
play enacted by our own ances- 
tors thousands of years ago. We 
looked upon primeval man—his 
industry, his witchery, and his vi- 
olence. 

Tirangole, which is but four 
degrees north of the equator, lies 
in the Sudanese province of Equa- 
toria. It has:a beautiful setting, 
nestling in a valley of flat open 
bash between the Imatong and: 
Acholi mountains. Here, far away 
from our preoccupied world, both 
geographically and _ spiritually, 
dwell several thousand Latukos. 

They are tall, well-formed peo- 
ple. The men’s powerful Nilotic 
nakedness gleams under the tor- 
rid sun like polished bronze; the 
young girls, whose carriage and 
grace equal that of Powers mod- 
els, wear only goatskin lappets, or 
aprons. 

Latukos are a courageous peo- 
ple, too. Their name was given 
them by the Anuaks, whose land 
they conquered. Latuko means 
“deaf men”; they did not under- 
stand when the Anuaks threat- 
ened. They are spearmen; their 
word for spear—gor—also means 
war. Until recently a Latuko boy 
was not considered a man until 
he had dyed his spear in an ene- 
my’s blood. Even today one sel- 
dom sees Latuko men outside vil- 
lages without their spears. And 
in Tirangole one sees men with 
ornamental skin scars, or cica- 
trices, on their right shoulders, 
like lieutenants’ bars, to indicate 
that they have killed men; such 
scars on left shoulders. indicate 
that women were victims. 

The spiritual and temporal head 
of a Latuko tribe is the Kobu, or 
Rainmaker. The office is heredi- 
tary and may be held by either 
man or woman. Tirangole’s pres- 
ent Rainmaker—Lomiluk, a finely 
formed six-foot-four man—is the 
grandson of Moy, the reigning 
Rainmaker during Baker's visit. 
The British wisely administer the 
territory through Lomiluk,

Egyptian Sudan.

In the accom- 
panying article Queeny tells 
of his adventures with the La- 
tuko tribe, a primitive people 
never before photographed. 
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ties, but the hunts at large cen- 
ters like Torit and Tinangole are 
weekly affairs with several hun- 
dred participants. 

The Lamonyremiyi, or “Father 
of the Land,” is a hereditary 
fice which exerts real power 
Latuko spiritual affairs. In Torit 
the office is now held by a wom- 
an, Abolo’ne. Before the hunt 
commences, she ensures good for- 
tune by mixing charcoal and 
earth, spitting upon the mixture, 
and scattering it at the feet of 
the huntsmen while uttering an 
incantation. As Abolo’ne is too 
aged to go to the hunting field, 
her son, who will succeed her as 
“Father of the Land,” completes 
the rite by lying on the hunting 
ground before the surrounding 
spearmen and exhorting them 
not to run from lion and buffalo 
but to attack them and protect 
each other. The hunters reply 
singly and in groups by running 
past him, brandishing spears in 
mock attacks to assure him of 
their courage.

LL spearmen then separate 

into two groups, each man car- 

rying three or four spears. 
Some wear straw hats woven from 
local grasses, usually their only 
clothing; others carry diminutive 
stools on which to sit during any 
halt in the hunt. The stools are 
solid, having been carved from 
a single piece of wood. At the 
commencement of the hunt, two 
“horns,” each consisting of a file 
of some 200 men, go out, one 
obliquely to the right, the other 
to the left. Discipline is excellent. 
Each “horn” spreads out to be- 
come a semicircle of three or four 
miles of evenly spaced men. When 
the leading mén meet, all game 
within five to ten square miles 
has been encircled. The men then 
close slowly toward the center. 
All game trying to break out of 
the circle is their quarfy; noth- 
ing is spared intentionally. 


In the company of Owen, we 
witnessed three of these hunts. 
Most of the bags consisted of 
small stuff—oribi, kongoni, bush- 
buck, sami wart hog, harte- 
beest, lesser kudu, even guinea 
fowl—but ,we were in on the kill 
of one na’swan, a buffalo, which 
had enough rote i bristling out 
of him to give the appearance 
of a pincushion. Other buffalo, 
however, broke through. 


When we noticed a man failing 
to throw his spears at one of 
them, Owen remarked that the 
village women Would sing of his 
gowardice for years. Several 
giraffes also broke through amid 
showers of spears, as did a rhino 
and calf; 


Buffaloes are the most frequent 
big game to fall; and they usually 
aren the score before succumbing.

UT the great magico-religious 
B rite of Latuko life is the March

Owen per- 
suaded a reluctant Lomiluk to re- 
perform the rite for our cameras 
and sound recorders.

Hence one afternoon we were 
permitted to bring our apparatus 
into their holy of holies—the rain 
shrine enclosure. The rain shrine 
is the largest and tallest hut in 
Tirangole. In one corner of the 
ironwood .palisade that encloses 
the village are five large clay 
pots each containing the bones 
of a departed Rainmaker. One 
has those of Moy, Baker’s 
friend, another those of Lokidi, 
Lomiluk’s father, who Was killed 
in an intertribal battle in 1917. 

While we were readying our 
cameras and microphones, one of 
our party rested the “clapstick,” 
which we used ta-synchronize our

As the true rainmaking had 
taken place before our arrival, 
we were fortunately able to wit- 
ness the Na’lam—a dance cele- 
brating the beginning of a new 
crop year.

At noon of the first day of 
Na’lam, men gathered some two 
miles from the village for pre- 
a festivities. The Rainmaker 

had slaughtered, or “sacrificed,” 
three oxen by the simple expedi- 
ent of having them bulldogged in 
cowboy fashion, then hitting their 
heads with an ax. If, as we were 
informed, this constituted a sacri- 
fice, it was also eminently prac- 
tical, for fires were built imme- 
diately and the meat was cut and 
roasted.

HEN Frederick Hatfield Rein 
was 19 years old he joined 
the Gideons. He was a well- 

scrubbed, hard-working lad, fully 
sympathetic to the Bible-promot- 
ing aims of the organization, but 
actually he joined the Gideons in 
line of duty. He was trying to 
persuade them to hold their na- 
tional convention in St. Louis. 
Time came for the local Gideons 
to journey to that year’s national 
assembly in Denver, and ~Rein 
went along in his dual capacity 
of member and representative of 
the St. Louis Convention and Pub- 
licity Bureau. But he carried with 
him the seeds of his undoing: 
little metal buttons that made 


chirping noises and bore the leg- © 


end, “Chirp for St. Louis.” 

The meeting at which the 
Gideons decided on the site for 
their next gathering was. held in 


‘a church. Some youngsters had 


gotten hold of Fred’s buttons and 
made them chirp at the wrong 
time. After that, he never had a 
chance. 

Fred is 52 years old now and 
has been bagging conventions 
longer than anyone else in the 
country. Yet this first failure 
sticks in his mind. As manager of 
the convention bureau at 911 Lo- 
cust street, it reminds him that 
organizations have personalities— 
just like people. Rub one right 
committee the wrong way and 
you may make for your city 
10,000 enemies. 


So if St. Louis. has become a 
convention center it’s largely be- 
cause Rein (rhymes with ‘keen’’) 
caters so painstakingly to a 
group’s every whim. He has ar- 


_ranged for the nation’s veteri- 


narians to bring cows and chick- 
ens to their get-togethers. The 
undertakers brought bodies. The 
National Education Association 
had to have enough assembly 
rooms to hold 87 group meetings 
simultaneously. The doctors 
needed three kinds of electrical 


plugs for exhibits. The dining car 


stewards insisted on gourmets’ 
meals, the aeronautical~ enthusi- 
asts had to have a plane in the 
hotel lobby and the alcoholics de- 
manded total anonymity and reg- 
a by signing only their in- 
tials. 


For a man compatible with. 


such a variety of passions, Rein 
is surprisingly calm. His hair and 
mustache glisten with a distin- 
guished strain of gray. He leans 
toward small-patterned or plain 
single-breasted suits and unosten- 
tatious ties. His language has a 
low adjective count,.his- voice is 
controlled, and before he admits 
to an opinion he likes to consult 
bulky files and check his foot- 


ing.

his line of work has matured 
since the days not too long ago 
when it struggled under condi- 
tions resembling guerrilla war- 
fare.

T. LOUIS is host to about 300 
§ conventions annually. They 
bring in about 100,000 out-of- 
towners, each shedding an aver- 
age of approximately $90 before 


going home again. Of this sum, ° 


the average convention-goer 
leaves $27.16 in restaurants, $25.41 
in hotels, $19.95 in retail stores, 
$7.94 for entertainment, $6.67 for 
beverages, $3.24 for local trans- 
portation, $2.11. for car, oil and 
gas service, $1.06 for sight-seeing, 
and the rest for miscellaneous 
extras. Lawyers, doctors, dentists 
and other professional men are 
the best spenders. 

National conventions of the ma- 
jor political parties aren’t what 
they used to be and there hasn’t 
been one here since the Demo- 
crats renominated Woodrow Wil- 
son in 1916. Nowadays, cities offer 
as much as $150,000 for these 
events, but Rein has not thrown 
himself into the high-priced: com- 
petition. He prefers to concen- 


“ trate on regional and district con- 


ventions of smaller groups be- 
cause they usually attract a lot of 
wives. And wives, as everybody 
knows, have a way of wandering 
out of a hotel merely to window- 


¢ 


shop and wandering back loaded 
with a mountain of packages. 


Even average-sized conventions, 
therefore, are still worth fighting 
for. An elderly St. Louisan named 
Dennis J. Sweeney, widely known 
in bowling circles, found this out 
when Rein enlisted his aid in cap- 
turing a national clambake of the 
Women’s International . Bowling 
Congress. Sweeney helped found 
this group back in 1915 and 
Fred asked him to tell them that 
he wanted to live to see them con- 
vene in his home-town. 

“But I want to live longer than 
that!” Sweeney exclaimed. 


Still, when he got up to play 
his part he was so genuinely 
moved that his tear ducts worked 
freely and sincerely. The bowlers 
couldn’t resist. 

Then there was the time in 1933 
when Fred had to rush Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann to the res- 
cue. Rein was leading a St. Louis 
delegation to the American Le- 
gion national convention in Chi- 
cago. The group went well sup- 
plied with illegal champagne, but 
their lobbying made_no real head- 
way. On the crucial day, though 
Mayor Dickmann had to appear 
at the Veiled Prophet Ball at 
night, Rein had him flown to Chi- 
cago to deliver an impassioned 
invitation to the rambunctious 
legionnaires. 

The mayor got back home in 
time for the ball all right—thanks 
to spécial escorts of the Illinois 
state police—and the Legion met 
in St. Louis two years later. Thus 
you might say the speech had a 
sort of delayed reaction. 


Convention-hunting these days 
is more sedate than in earlier 
years but is still pretty tricky. 
Rein has to know the prac- 
tical politics within each group 
to know where to make his pitch.

He has to make friends with local 
chapters and feed them a con- 
stant stream of arguments they 
can use to sell St. Louis to fel-, 
low members in other cities. 
Some organizations traditionally 
méet in the home town of their 
president and Fred sometimes 
works for years to help elect a 
local man so the convention will 
come here automatically. 

One of Rein’s best sales aids 
is the tune “Meet Me in St. 
Louie, Louie.” His delegations. 
sing it at every opportunity. But 
most of his campaigning depends 


. on tireless travel from coast to 


coast and the careful keeping of 
office records tracing the current 
movements of 5000 different 
groups, a job in which he is given 
major help by his top assistant, 
Morris B, Landau. 

Not unnaturally, Rein has be- 
come one of St. Louis’s most 
fluent boosters. With ease he 
waxes eloquent on the city’s fine 
hotels, and air-conditioned meet- 
ing rooms, the romantic boat 
trips on the Mississippi, the big 
league games and the diverting 
things visiting wives can find to 
do. It’s also likely that he puts 
up the best available arguments 
against the city’s alleged draw- 
backs as a meeting point. Take 
for instance, the weather. Fred 
gets pretty warm under the col- 
lar about it.

§ Louis,” he says, “but it’s 
no hotter than any other 

city. when a heat wave is on. 
Why, I can give you days 
when the temperature at Banff, 
Canada, Aflantic City and Denver 
was ten degrees higher than it 
was here at the Same time!

In the course of fighting these 
battles, Rein makes some heroic 
sacrifices. It doesn’t bother him 
to have visiting delegations 
break up his week ends by com- 
ings to town to inspect local ho- 
tels and auditoriums. He’s used to 
working around the clock. His 
first jeb was delivering packages 
for a hat shop at 10 cents per 
parcel plus carfare. He was then 
eight years old. Later he ushered 
at the old Park Theater at $4 a 
week. When he first started with 
the convention bureau at 17, his 
job included the collection of 
overdue dues and one irate delin- 


quent greeted him with an air- 
borne inkwell. 

Nor does he mind being tol- 
erant about the idiosyncrasies of 
his guests. He knows that the In- 
ternational Twins’ Association has 
two look-alikes to fill each office 
and committee post; that the In- 
ternational Stewards and Caterers 
Association builds its itinerary 
around sumptuous meals and vis- 
its to wineries, brewries and plush 
restaurants; that the Hotel Greet- 
ers Association is quick to spot 
the slightest breakdown in serv- 
ice; and that the International 
Baby Chick Association likes to 
hold its banquet in a meeting hall 
where several thousand members 
can dine and watch the floorshow 
without a single pillar or post to 
obstruct the view.

CCASIONALLY, Fred suffers 
() tixe a martyr. He has long 

given up worrying over being 
addressed as “doc” at medical 
conventions and as “reverend” at 
ministerial gatherings — misap- 
pelations which compliment his 
ability to blend in with most any 
kind of local color. 


He is well aware of the. insidi- 
ous effects of the normal con- 
vention’s diet on the figure and 
makes it a point to stay dway 
from as many luncheons and ban- 
quets as he can avoid.. He didn’t 
even go to the recent “Scotch 
Breakfast” of the mining and 
metallurgical engineers where the 
oatmeal, the scrambled eggs and 
even the coffee were prepared 
with generous swiggers of whis- 
ky. Only the orange juice didn’t 
taste of scotch. It was fixed with 
gin. : 

In fact, Rein usually works 
right through lunch, stopping 
only to imbibe canned- vegetable 
and tomato juices of which he 
keeps a full supply on the shelf 
of a closet near his desk. Proof 
that his hard work is effective 
is the fact that St. Louis is heav- 
ily booked with conventions far 
into 1955. This makes Rein hap- 
py, and doubtless also makes 
happy the 576 local businesses 
whose dues are the convention 
bureau’s sole source of support. 

You may well ask whether, Rein 
ever attends conventions himself, 
on his own account. The answer 
is yes. As a pioneer member and 
former president of the Interna- 
tional Association of Convention 
Bureaus, he is enthusiastic about 
its annual meeting. He believes 
in conventions.

Day-by-Day Account of Possum Trot Farm Happenings 


E aren’t much on keeping a 
diary, yet try to set down 


each day a brief record of ~ 


its happenings. And since we are 
sometimes asked how we man- 
age to put in our time on the 
farm, we feel these excerpts may 
help to satisfy the curiosity of the 
questioners: 

Monday, clear and warm. For 
the first time this spring it can 
be said that the grass is really 
growing. While Perry serviced the 
tractor, I hurried to set out two 
dozen tomato plants and (with 
apologies to Buz Sawyer) went 
to the creek and emptied the 
minnow trap which we keep set 
to catch minnows for Ichabod, 
the blue heron. His wing not 
much improved but* since he 
seems otherwise healthy and 
lively, we'll release him down on 
the pond this week to make his 
way as best he can. 

Perry and I were underway 
by 8:30 o’clock, plowing out fur- 
rows for our multiflora roses. 
These have been heeled in for 
weeks in the garden, waiting for 
weather dry enough to work the 
ground. Our method is to plow 
a back furrow along the line of 
the fence, making two rounds so 
there'll be a wide seed-bed. This 
is then thoroughly disced and a 
furrow opened up down, the cen- 
ter with the plow. The roses are 
set in the furrow, about 10 inches 
apart and the roots covered with 
enough dirt to hold the plants up- 
right. Then thé furrow is turned 
back over the roots with the 
plow, after a liberal application 
of fertilizer down the row, and 
is firmed by running “back over 
it with the wheel of the tractor. 
As we had some filling in to 
do on the old fences, this job 
took the day. 

_ As we camé ,in, the. sky was 
managed to get 
up the last of the. shutters ‘which 
ne acquired... recently from 


. an. old house. in. Ironton and. 


which we have painted and re- 
paired. At dusk the power went 
off and stayed so for three hours, 
but supper was already out of 
the oven and we lit the candles 
and enjoyed an evening of en- 
forced idleness. A soft rain 
started at dark and: kept up 
throughout the night; a real 
growing rain.

TUESDAY: Clear and warm. 
Air has the fine, washed feeling 
that comes after a good rain and 
everything has grown overnight. 
Leaves are out on the sugar 
maples and the oaks on the 
mountain are greening up. Time 
to plow for corn. Ginnie, Perry 
and I were out early to bring 
in te cattle for spraying against 
flies and also some of which were 
separated to go into a different 
pasture. We stopped for “early 
lunch, then brought in the cows 
with spring calves and were 
ready for Doc Sheets when he 
arrived. After the vaccinating and 
dehorning, the whole herd. was 
separated into two lots and driven 
down to their respective pastures. 

As we turned the cows with 
young calves into the gate on the 
east side of the farm, I made a 
final count and found a calf miss- 
ing.

Southwestern Bell Prepares Case 
For New Phone Rate Increase

Company Lays Groundwork for Seeking 
Sharply Higher Valuation of Fact!i- 
ties in Missouri.

for claiming a sharply higher 
valuation of its facilities, for rate- 
making: p ‘in its effort to 
obtain a 19 per cent third-round 
increase in charges to its Missouri 
customers. 

This preparation, more thor- 
oughly. grounded than in the past 
Missouri rate cases, took place in 
the course of depositions here 
last week. The depositions will be 
presented by the company as part 
of its evidence in the hearing 
opening June 12 before the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission 
on the company’s proposal for 
record annual Missouri rate in- 
creases of $12,750,000.. 

The higher valuation would be 
by the use of “current cost,” 
sometimes called “reproduction 
cost,’ as the basis of valuing the 
telephone facilities, rather than 
the existing method of “original 
cost,” now generally accepted by 
the Missouri and many other reg- 
ulatory agencies. Current cost is 
much higher than original cost, 
except in time of depression, but 
no one at the deposition hearing 
anticipated any notable change 
from the present inflation, 

No Figures Given Yet. 

No figures were presented here 
on the difference in value for 
Southwestern . Bell’s Missouri 
plant as between original and 
current cost, but such a state- 
ment is expected to be submitted 
at the hearing in Jefferson City. 
The company offered such data 
in its previous Missouri cases— 
but this time opponents of the 
rate increases are of the opinion 
the company will try harder to 
press the change in basis. It 
would require a marked and far- 
reaching .reversal of policy for 
the Missouri commission to accept 
such a change, however. 

Allowable profits of a public 
utility are fixed in relation to the 
valuation allowed for its property 
in the public service. An increase 
in such valuation normally calls 
for greater earnings to produce 
a fair level of profit. 

Higher Costs Cited. 

An indication of the significant 
effect of applying current cost to 
important features of the tele- 
phone plant was contained in an 
exhibit put into the depositions 


by John W. Meyers, a specialist 
for Western Electric Co., manu- 
facturing unit of the Bell system. 

This showed that cost of a 
typical manually operated switch- 
board for a telephone central of- 
fice last Dee. 1 was 82 per cent 


tion, and 33 per cent greater for 
specifications. One of the later 
types of central office dial switch- 
board cost 34 per cent more for 
materials, 51 per cent more for 
installation and 15 per cent more 
for specifications last Dec. 1 than 
in 1940. 

Significance of ending the ex- 
hibit with last Dec. 1 was ex- 
plained by testimony of Meyers, 
who said that was the date used 
for Southwestern Bell’s figures 
on reproduction new. This was a 
tip-off on the likelihood of put- 
ting this element into the rate 


case. 
Material for one of the older- 
type dial switchboards cost 73 


per cent more last Dec. 1 than 
in 1926, it was shown—but there 
|was a fluctuation in the interval, 
‘making the cost 18 per cent less 
in 1930 than in 1926, 16 per cent 
‘more in 1936 than in 1926, 4 per 
cent less in 1939 than in 1926, 
and so on. 
Price Indices Exhibited. 

The exhibit, Meyers said, con- 
sisted of price indices regularly 
maintained under his direction in 
connection with current or repro- 
duction cost matters. No such ex- 
hibit, offering detailed proof of 
current costs, was presented by 
Southwestern Bell in its previous 
Missouri rate cases. 

Immediate objections to the ex- 
hibit were entered in the record 
by Jerome -M. Joffee, utilities 


counsel for Kansas City, and 
Tyre W. Burton, general counsel 
for the Missouri commission. 
They asserted that this eviaence 
was not proper in the case. Spe- 
cifically, they objected that this 
constituted an effort to establish 
the outmoded theory of “repro- 
duction new, less depreciation,” 
as the rate-making base for 
Southwestern’ Bell. 

Burton, Joffee and Homer L. 
Thorp, chief accountant for the 
Missouri commission, took part in 
the depositions as ‘objectors to 
the rate increases. They cross- 
examined the six witnesses pre- 
sented by John Mohler of St.

In the tour of Memphis hous- 
ing they leoked over seven proj- 
ects containing 1008 dwelling 
units (908 of them for Negro fam- 
ilies) renting for $31.50 to $47.50 
a month.

Home building should start an- 
other upward climb by the latter 
| part of 1951, if it follows a regu- 
lar cycle pattern of the last 32 
vears, upset materially only for a 
short period by World War II. 
This indication is included in a 
report released by the Foundation 


‘for the Study of Cycles at River- 


side, Conn. 

| Residential building construc- 
tion between 1919 and 1939 fol- 
lowed a regular pattern, reaching 
relative peaks approximately ev- 
In 1939, Profes- 
sors F, A. Pearson, W. I. Myers, 
and G. E. Brandow, at that time 
all of Cornell University, made a 
forecast through 1950 and beyond. 
The crest they predicted for 1942 
started out nicely but succumbed 
to war conditions and the high 
point due in 1944 was delayed 
until 1946. The regular swings 
then got-back on schedule, arriv- 
ing in April, 1950, exactly as pre- 
dicted 11 years earlier. 

Edward R. Dewey, managing di- 
rector of the Foundation, in com- 
menting on the report, pointed 

out that present disturbed world 
conditions, restrictions, and other 
factors may speed up or retard 
the next upswing as was the case 
during World War II, but never- 
theless there seems to be some 
powerful underlying factors that 
make it natural for regular pe- 
riods to occur in home building. 

Dewey stressed the importance 
to home-owners, business men, 
and real estate operators of un- 
derstanding the cycles in building 
construction. In times of building 
depression, it may be a good time 
to build. Such a policy, if widely 
practiced, would also tend to 
smooth out the ups and downs in 
the construction business. 

In addition to the 33-month cy- 
cle, there has been for more than 
120 years a well-defined 18-year 
cycle during which building rises 
to unusually high activity or sinks 
to unusually low depths. Both 
the 33-month and the 18-year cy- 
cles run concurrently and should 
be understood and taken advan- 
tage of by home-owners and busi- 
ness men, the foundation de-

What makes a man honest? It comes down to this: He wants to 
be honest—and this puts his conscience to work. His conscience, 

eventually, won't let him be anything else. 


Dishonest Officials Affect an Entire Community 


— you've been reading a lot about huge racket payoffs, bribery, 
million-dollar crime syndicates and corruption in public life— 
and perhaps you’ve reached the conclusion that, morally, our na- 
tion is in a bad way. Yet, many police officials, sociologists and psy- 
chologists will disagree with you. By and large, they believe, we’re 
a pretty honest people. 
Here are a couple of reasons why they think so: 
@ In Minneapolis, a man named Ernest Hauser had been unem- 
ployed for months. One day, he found a wallet. Inside was $720 and 
the address of the owner — Elmer Johnson. Hauser walked three 
miles to Johnson's house and turned down a reward. 
“You can treat me to a bus ride home,” he said. 
@ In St. Louis, Woody Robinson, a messenger boy, found a $39,000 
check on the street. He took it to the bank and turned it in—just 
as the owner was reporting his loss. 
“He was glad to get it back,” said Woody. “He gave me a dime.” 
@ In Beaumont, Calif., Miss Adele George brought home a bag of 
groceries from the corner store. Inside she found a strange head 
of “lettuce”: a wad of $3,500 in bills. She rushed back to the store 
and learned that the day’s receipts somehow had been io raat 
in her marketing bag.

Individuals are honest when doing business with 
each other. Private morality is high. Collective honesty, however, 
leaves much to be desired.” | 

A man who is a good husband, good father and good neighbor 
wouldn’t think of cheating his grocer, according to Dr. Shalloo. 
“But in a wider sphere—suppose he’s an official in a large agency 


‘and sees a way he can make some money-—sometimes he will take 


that opportunity even if it is dishonest or unethical.” 

Dishonest officials can corrupt an entire community, Dr. Shalloo 
(and others) believe. Yet we tolerate them—and our own moral 
standards suffer. If you find a dollar in the street of a town run 
by a corrupt administration, the temptation is to pocket the dollar 
rather than turn it over to the police. 

In this way the honesty of a community’s officials is reflected 
in its people. 

The reason an “honesty test” like the New York half-dollar stunt 
can be a success,‘says Dr. Shalloo, is this: it relies on individual 
honesty. It is based on the assumption that most people are honest 
—and that assumption has been proven correct. te
